Famlljr Worship. 
We mean by this prayer to God and devotion 
in the family. And above all things else this is 
perhaps the most neglected. Parents believe in 
Christ and profess it before the world and their 
children yet for some reason or other, they never 
once engage in prayer before their children ; and 
they grow up without proper respect for the 
religion of Christ as professed by their parents, A 
pious Christian life is a powerful means of mould- 
ing the character of the children ; but when ac 
companied with prayer and devotion in the family 
it becomes impregnable. It cannot be set aside by 
the devices of Satan. And when the children are 
grown to manhood and womanhood the payers of 
father and mother at the family altar will be re- 
membered and they will nave that influence. We 
cannot afford to do without it. There is too much 
to be gained by it, and too much lost by neglect- 
ing k. The family altar is a sacred spot to the 
child of God. It is the place where the soul is fed 
with the hidden manna. Where we ask for aim 
receive strength for the battle of life. It unites 
families. ui reverence and devotion to God ; and 
binds them together in bonds ot love and holy 
affection. In families where a well regulated family 
altar is maintained there is always peace and good 
will toward each other. And when families don't 
get along in peace with each other the secret can 
be traced to the fact that the parents live a prayer 
less and indifferent life. 

Many excuses for their negligence are given. 
Christian's will offer their weakness and inability 
to pray. But that is no excuse. Every one can 
pray. Remember the poor publican. He smote 
his breast and said "Lord be merciful to me a 
sinner." Others are afraid the children Mil 
laugh at their attempt to pray. Should tbat-be the 
case you have too long delayed this duty already. 
One of the most soul destroying agencies the enemy 
employs is delay. Young converts should erect 
their family altar at once, as soon as they find the 
Savior. For it is much easier then than any other 
time in life. It requires an effort and a struggle 
even then. But when once the altar is erected it 
is no longer a cross but a glorious blessing. 

Some Christians don't find time to pray only 
when they have no special work to do. And I once 
knew a man that had family prayers every Sunday 
morniug. That seemed to me to be trying to 
serve God and mammon. The Israelites gathered 
msnnaevery morning. So must we gather sufficient 
food each day. We can not gather sufficient food 
on Sunday to last all the week. And that perhaps 
is the reason there are so many sickly and puny 
Christian's, they don't eat enough of this spiritual 
manna. Then let us come often to God in prayr 
at our familj altar with our children, and when" we 
are gone to that better land, and our works on 
earth forgotten by the world, our sous and daughters

But with all this it m a blessing to be able to do 
the duties as they require, do them patiently, too, 
and seek to show a Christian faithfulness in* doing 
the least of them well. They are the ties that bind 
to places and situations, and that, keeping those 
who acknowledge them from vagary and wander 
ing, eatabliah them in purpose andcharaeter. The 
broom and dust cloth have much to do in giving 
stability to womanly character. The blacksmith's 
hammer, the shoemaker's awl, the lawyers desk, 
the preacher's study, each and all in their way[ 
bringing a feeling ol sameness, and possibly of 
ennui, are yet important factors in the work of 
character binding on those who use them. They 
would *be imperfect and lost without them. It is, 
of course, given to some persona, though relatively 
the lew, to lead a different kind of life. They get 
away* from the domestic tether that recta on others. 
A nd some of them may conquer all their tempta- 
tions and succeed. They are exceptions, and are 
to be so looked at. The rufo that we must move 
in a circle, usually of a limited radius, and take up 
task after task that ia familiar to ua as the shadow 
that creeps along the doorway, does not apply 

The main thing in all such doing is to do it'as to 
the Lord ; in other words, to accept it as our duty 
allotted to us by him, ut.d strive to put into it the 
conscience that will enable us to answer him when 
he. asks an account of our trusts. Many a burden 
will grow lighter if we feel that we carry it in his 
behalf.
